PRAIRIE PREMIERS’ CONFERENCE, 

Premier T. C. Norris of Manitoba has been requested to call a 
conference of the three prairie province Premiers to discuss auc 
agree upon a plan for dealing with the unoccupied land problem in 

_ Western Canada. 

It is generally agreed by the busines and farming interesis 
of the country that uniform provincial legislation is necessary to 
effectively assist the various coloniaztion agencies in settling the 
idle lands close to railways and now held out of production. 

A firm listing of unocupied lands at fixed prices for a reason- 
able peried was the mtin: proposal contained in a memorial tu the 
Western Governments by General A. D. McRae, Managing Direct- 
or of the Westerdn Canada Colonization Association, a few.days 
ago. His suggestion for, enabling ligislation has met with univer- 
sal support in each of the three prairie provinces. The view is 
strongly held that the creation of a Land Board under the Minister 
of Agriculture in each Province, which would take listings of the 
unoccupied lands in Western Canada and thus provide a medium 
through which all colonization agencies could operate, would be of 
incalculable value in assisting settlement of the vacant areas in 
Western Canada. The enabling legislation thus proposed in Gen- 
eral McRae’s memorial has consequently met with almost universal 
support in each of the prairie provinces, 

It is proposed that the conference will not only consider the 
needs of the incoming settler but as well the conditions surround- 
ing agriculturists now on the land. The opinion has been expross- 
ed by General McRae that one old settler is worth several new ons, 
and the problem of those now in the country should be fully con- 
sidered at the forthcoming premiers’ conferenece. Speaking in the 
Manitoba Legislature a few days ago Attorney General T, H. 
Johnson said that the Manitoba Government was greatly impressed 


with the useful results that are likely to attend the conference in 
question. 


We would remind our readers that all who wish to vote in

IMPLICIT FAITH: IN ABILITY OF 
C.P_R. TO MEET DEMANDS 


Head of Railway Expects U. S. oo of Wages and Rates to React On* 
anada. ‘ 


At the annual meeting of the C.P.R 
Mr. B. W. Beatty, President of the 
Company, made the following inter- 
esting statement regarding the «f- 
fairs of the Company: 

“The operations of the ©oapany 
during the year, the Annua! Keport 
for which Is now submitted for your 
approval, have been conducted under 
conditions which were so exceptional 
as to costs, as to make It unigue In 
the Company's history, as well as in 
the transportation annals of Can- 
ada. The shareholders are aware of 
the general conditions which so 
strongly influenced the results for 
the year in question but I doubt if a 
full appreciation of them ts possible 
save with a very intimate knowledge 
of the details,. the aggregate of 
which is so vividly reflected «upon 
the Company’s revenues. The cost 
of: labor, materials and fuel reached 
their peak during the year and cx- 
traordinary added. costs, such 2s 
taxes, added 
their quota to the expenses, 

“The back pay which accrued be- 


senger rates became — effective 
amounted to a little less than seven 
million dollarg and the additional 
amount required to pay exchange on 
coal and other purchases, to four 
million dollars. The total; includisg 
provision for income taxes, involved 
additional costs of approximately 
thirteen million, five hundred thou- 
sand dollars which were charged to 
the expenses of the year, All these 
extraordinary and abnormal ex- 
penses the Company was able to 
absorb and. pay its fixed charges and . 
usual dividends. This result was
